THE LATE CELEBRATION. 


An event which will constitute a sort of epoch 
iv the history of British Columbia has just trans- 
pired amongst us, Celebrations and anniversary 
ceremoniajs are, generally speaking, of very lit- 
tle real utility. Mere matter of amasement and 
empty form, they pass away with the day which 
gives them birth. So far as the white popula- 
tion is concerned we are not disposed to make 
the celebrations of the past week an exception 
to the general rule, It is very well to have an 
occasional holiday ; and it is peculiarly pleasing 
when we can employ it in amusements and ex- 


- ercises which at once mark our loyal attachment 
40 the person and. government of the best. of 


Sovereigns and tend to harmonise the various 
sections of the British family, away in this dis- 
tant colony, by’indalging in social festivities in 
which all those petty distinctions of caste are, or 
at least onght to be, sunk for the nonce. Bat 
the celebration in which we have been participa- 
ting possesses an element of an infinitely more 
important character than all this. Five thousand 
Indians, more or less, with. eighty chiefs, repre- 
senting as many villages, gathered to join as one 
family in commemorating the birth of Queen Viec- 
toria, is, indeed, an event entitled to something 
more than a passing notice. In all departments 
of society, whetber in the domestic circle, the 
religious community or in the great family of na- 
tions, the advantages of persovial intercourse are 
recognised. What else was the World’s Fair of 
1851 but a social gathering, affording the various 
members of the human family jan opportunity to 
get rid of some of those prejadices and misap- 
prehensions which an imperfect acquaintance had 
given rise to. The gathering of last week may 
not unfitly be considered as a world’s fair to the 
aboriginal inhabitants of this colony, leading to 
a better acquaintance with the whites; and to 


-intertribal intercourse never before existing 


amongst themselves. The representatives of 
the semi-civilized nations who visited the great 
fair alluded to in the old world were perhaps less 
astonished at what they saw than were the re- 
presentatives of our interior tribes last. week. 
The mountaineer who had never seen anything 
more formidable than a canoe upon the inland 
waters must indeed have been struck with the 
sight of a steam war ship, with yards manned 
and guns belching forth fire and smoke. The 
great difficulty in dealing with the Indians has 
been the absence of any means. by which they 
could be made acquainted with the feelings and 
intentions of the governing power towards them, 
and by which they might be impressed with the 
superiority /of the whites and the advantages of 
the civilization which we offet to them, a diffical- 
ty: which has been greatly aggravated by the 
fact. that the “ whisky seller” has preceded the 
Christian missionary, and that the specimens of 
the white man of which they have seen the most, 
and from which they have, in many instances, 
been left to form an estimate of the whole, have 
not been of such a character as to inspire them 
with the most.exalted views as to our moral or 
social status. It is from thig standpoint that we

From this tentative measure, as well as from the 
influence of the celebration and the general pol- 
icy of the Governor towards the Indians, we con- 
fidently anticipate the most happy results,

Gulch, after-having undergone considerable — re- 
pairs, is again being worked.

The matter of chief interest on Williams Creek 
at the present moment is the death of John A. 
Fraser, C. E. This melancholy event has cast a 
deep gloom over the entire community. The high 
position which he held in the estimation of the 
public rendered his loss doubly felt. He expired 
ander pecoliarly: painful circumstances, on Satur- 
day the 20th ingt. On Thursday it was remark- 
ed by some that his mind was slightly wander- 
ing ; but supposing it to be a mere temporary 
fit no action was taken. Towards evening, 
however, the symptoms assumed a more alarming 
form, rendering the patient very violent. Medi- 
cal aid was immediately procured, and for a time 
strong hopes of recovery were entertained. On 
the following day he appeared to be improving 
considerably, but during the succeeding night be 
became more vivlent tlian ever. In the morning 
Mr. McDonald went for Dr. Chipp, who was at- 
tending him, apd although absent bat a short 
time the unfortunate man seized the opportunity 
to put an end to his existence with a small pen- 
knife which, with that cunning peculiar to his 
disease, he had contrived to retain about his per- 
son. He received the most unremitting attention 
from first to last from his cousin, Mr. McDonald, 
and from his friends generally. His remains 
were borne to their Jast resting place by his Ma- 
sonic brethren and by the largest concourse of 
friends ever before assembled in Cariboo for such 
a purpose. Injthe absence of a clergyman Dr. 
Brown read the barial service ; and as we watch- 
ed the closing grave many of us felt that death 
had robbed us of a kind and valued friend, one 
who possessed in an eminent degree that quality 
which is said to. render man “ the noblest work 
of God.” The attack which deprived poor Fra- 
ser of his reason is believed by his friends to have 
been caused by the action taken by Mr. O'Reilly 
in the law suit connected with the Saw-mill claim, 
in which he was a shareholder, and upon whom 
devolved the daty of defending the claim. This, 
together with difficulties of a domestic nature, 
acting upon his singularly sensitive mind, pro- 


daced physical debility to such an extent that p 


reason became dethroned. John A. Fraser was 
a native of Canada, and was the son of Fraser, 
the discoverer of the river which bears his name 
He was born in August 1833, and came to this 
country in 1868. He has found a grave in the 
land which his/father gave to the world, and has 


gone where ambition ceases to rack the anxious:
